Representatives of the 
criminal sheriff’s office 
last , night served a sub- 
pena on a new mystery 
witness in the investiga- 
tion of the death of Pres- 
ident John F. Kennedy. 

Tampct .pwallen was served 
the subpena at 7:10 p.m. in 
the parking lot of the Troop - 
B headquarters of the state 
police. 

The subpena requires him 
to appear today at the office 
of Dist. Atty. Jim. Garrison, 
who is investigating what he 
calls a New Orleans-based 
plot to kill the President. 

EARLIER, IT was learned 
that Lewallen was away from 
his home overnight. The city 
directory lists his address as 
4406 Paris ave. and his occu- 
pation as an inspector for the 
Boeing Co. 

The States-Item also learned 
today that a Parish Prison in- , 
mate who says he knew Da- 
vid William Ferrie in Chicago 
was questioned extensively 
last night by the DA’s investi- 
gators. 

Upon his return to the pris- 
son, he was placed in the hos- | 
pital. tier instead of bein? re- i

A woman at the Paris ave. 
address who identified her- 
self as Lewallen’s mother said 
he wasn’t there. “He prob- 
ably went to stay with 
friends,” she said. 

The office of Dist. Atty. Jim 
Garrison declined to disclose 
information about Lewallen 
in, its brief announcement 
that the subpena was issued . 
yesterday. It requires Lewal- 
len to appear at Garrison’s 
office this morning. 

District , Judge Bernard Ba- 
gert, who signed the subpena, 
said Lewallen had refused to 
take a lie detector test and 
the subpena was issued to re- 
quire him to report to Garri- 
son’s office today. 

AT 4406 PARIS, a woman 
who identified herself as , 
Lewallen’s mother refused to 
give her son’s whereabouts or 
to say whether he would ap- 
pear before the DA. 

' Mrs. Lewallen refused to 
answer most questions about 
her son, but said she had 
known the late David William 
Ferrie, whom Garrison calls 
a key figure in his investiga- 
tion of a possible New Or- 
leans-based conspiracy in the 
death of President Kennedy. 

She said, however, that she 
was sure her son did not 
know Lee Harvey Oswald, the 
former New Orleans resident 
named by the Warren Com- 
. mission as the sniper who

; : sued under a new state law 
! which went into effect Jan. 1. 
\ ' It permits the DA’s office to 
|| issue binding subpenas with 
; | the consent of a district 
1 1 judge. 

j Previously, the DA issued 

I subpenas at will, but they had 
| little legal standing. The new 
| subpenas, when signed by a 
| judge, can result in a con- 
j | tempt citation if disobeyed. 

I I However, the subpena must 
1 1 be served and the criminal 
j I sheriff’s office refused to 
i ; say this morning whether 

; Lewallen was ever found. 

| Judge Bagert said the sub- 
j pena for Lewallen was the 
first ever issued under the 
1 1 new state law. It was author- 
si 1 ized by a change in the Lou- 
's j isiana Criminal Code adopt- 
\ j ed by the Legislature last 
i I year. 

| THE JUDGE SAID the 
I order for the subpena was 
| delivered to the clerk of 
j court’s office after 3 p.m. 
j yesterday and the subpena 
| was issued shortly before 4 
j p.m. It was then delivered to 
| the criminal sheriff’s office 
| for processing and serving. 

In another development 
! yesterday, Orleans Parish 
Coroner Dr. Nicholas Chetta 
officially ruled that Ferrie, 
found dead here Feb. 22, died 
of natural causes. 

He said Ferrie was killed 
. by high blood pressure which 
burst a weak vein at the 
base of the brafn. Chetta 
added: 

“There is no indication of 
violence of any kind, certain- 
ly not murder or suicide.”

to Leitz-Eagan funeral home. 
Funeral services and burial 
were held this morning, 
j The body was claimed by 
i local attorney John P. Nelson 
| Jr. on the authority of a tele- 
j gram from P. T. Ferrie of 
j Rockford, 111., identified as a 
I brother of the dead man. 
There was also a report 
yesterday that a police officer 
had picked up Oswald with 
Ferrie here in late 1962, but 
the officer later denied the 
reports. 

SEVERAL PERSONS, who 
asked that their identities be 
withheld, said the officer had 
told them he had picked up 
Ferrie and Oswald.. 

It was learned that the of- 
ficer was questioned by Gar- 
rison’s investigators on the 
incident, in which he found 
Oswald and another man in 
a parked car on Breakwa- 
ter dr. 

He brought the pair to head- 
quarters where they were re- 
leased when there was no evi- 
dence on which to charge 
them. 

IN EARLY editions yester- 
day, the States-Item incor- 
rectly reported the officer 
had positively linked Oswald 
with Ferrie. The officer sub- 
sequently denied this. 

Also yesterday, two investi- 
gators from Garrison’s staff 
flew to Houston and conferred 
with Harris County DA Carol 
S. Vance. Making the trip 
were Garrison aides William 
Gurvich and Jim Alcock. 

“They called on me as a 
courtesy call to tell me that 
they were in town to investi- 
gate the Oswald case,” Vance 
said. “But we did not discuss 
their case. We only talked a 
few minutes. They said they 
were leaving Wednesday.”
